1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C.

I. Claims 1-20 are drawn to an optical apparatus, classified in class 
385, subclass 14. 

II. Claims 21-23, drawn to a maskwork, classified in class 359, 
subclass 629.

In the instant case the different inventions since the 
invention I discloses an optical apparatus comprising a polarization splitting 
element, while the Invention II discloses a maskwork used for fabricating a 
substantially matched pair of optical paths. 



3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
